For Drivers’ License, Auto 
Inspection, Urged For Safety 


(By W. 'T. MAYNOR, in Alabama | gress declared: 


Journal) 


A strictly enforced speed Jaw, 
compulsory automobile inspection, 
and rigid tests for drivers’ license 
are among prime requisites for 
safety on the highways. That is 
the opinion of Captain Potter 
Smith, of Alabama's highway pa- 
trol, who looks with disfavor upon 
an act of the 1985-37 special ses- 
sion legislature which released 
passenger car drivers from speed 
limits on the open road, 

"Thirty-one per cent of our ac- 
cidents since passage of that law 
have been due to excessive speed,” 
Captain Smith said as “Alabama 
Traffic Safety Week” opened, 

“A strictly enforced spead law 
is one of our greatest needs, It 
is not trucks that are killing most 
of the people, but private cars, 
driven too fast.” 

Smith was asked whether, in 
his opinion, a speed law would 
‘make for slower driving on iso- 
lated roads with a patrolman not 
in sight. 

“Tt would help a great deal,’ 
he answered, “And then, it would 
give the careful driver some re- 
dress when he is struck by a 
speeding car. He does not always 
have that now, with the law pro- 
viding only a ‘reasonable’ speed.” 


Captain Smith's proposed com- 
pulsory inspection law would pro- 
vide’ regular examination of auto- 
mobiles to assure good brakes, 
proper lights and other safeguards, 
He would strengthen the drivers’ 
license law, requiring a physical 
exaxmination and certain mental 
tests for every person permitted 
behind a steering wheel. 

The state highway patrol is co- 
cperating in Safety Week, spon- 
sored by the Alabama junior cham- 
ber of commerce, Governor Bibb 
Graves and mayors of various 
cities have issued proclamations 
urging organizations and indivi- 
duals to emphasize safety meas- 
ures, while Highway Patrol Chief 
Walter K, McAdory urged that 
“Safety Week be extended ton a 
year-long observance.” 

McAdory said automobile fatali- 
ties during the first six months of 
this year totaled 260, against 271 
for the first half of 1937, but ada- 
ed that July records, not yet com- 
plete, might raise the average. 

Preliminary reports to the high- 
way patrol office indicates the 
July toll will be higher than for 
the same month last year, For 
the nation as a whole, traffic mis- 
haps killed 3,670 fewer persons 
from January through June this 
year than during the correspond- 
ing 1937 period.

Uniform Drivers’ License Law Aim 
Of Parents And Teachers 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 16.—The 
Alabama Congress of Parents and 
Teachers has added its endorse- 
ment to a standard drivers’ license 
law as a step toward reducing the 
nation’s huge traffic toll. 

The proposed act, which the 
congress is sponsoring jointly with 
the Alabama Motorists’ Associa- 
tion, would permit issuance of 
drivers’ licenses only to those ‘‘who 
qualify as safe and efficient.” 

“The law is based on the theory 
that every driver has a right to 
expect that all other drivers will 
be reasonable, skillful and careful,” 
said a statement prepared by Mrs. 
H. G. Dowling, Tuscaloosa, and 
George Benton, Birmingham, safe- 
ty chairman for the congress. 

Twenty-one states have adopted 
such a law, recommended by the 
National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety in cooperation 
with the National Conference of 
Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws. 

Asking public support of such 
a law for Alabama, “that we may 
stop the heavy toll of deaths on

ALABAMIANS URGED TO GET 
FREE TYPHOID VACCINATION 

MONTGOMERY, Aug. 17.—Res- 
idents of the State who wish to 
protect, themselves against typhoid 
fever may obtain such protection 
by means of typhoid vaccine which 
is furnished without charge by the 
laboratory of the State Depart- 
ment of Health to county health 
departments and physicians re- 
questing it, Dr. J. N. Baker, State 
Health Officer, declared today in 
urging those who have not been 
inoculated within the past two 
years to take advantage of the 
almost complete immunity which 
this vaccine affords, 

“There were only 1,529 cases of 
typhoid fever in the entire Ameri- 
can Army of more than 4,000,000 
men during the World War, and 
only 227 of these cases resulted 
in death,” Dr. Baker said, ‘Most 
of these cases and deaths, small 
as they were in number, are said 
to have been due less to the effi- 
cacy of the vaccine than to care- 
less exposure, 

“There is no doubt that the de- 
crease from 898 deaths in Ala- 
kama in 1917 to only 84 in 1936 
was partly due to the use of this 
vaccine; although, of course, bet- 
ter supervision of water and milk 
supplies, greater protection of food 
products against contamination, 
and other improved sanitary con- 
ditions also played a considerable 
part in this gratifying decrease.”

JOURNAL COLUM of WRIPES 
ABOUT COFFEE'S SENATOR 


In a recent issue of The Ala- 
bama Journal's “Under The Capi- 
tol Dome” Column, the reporter

Except for the few years private 
practice in West Palm Beach, 
Fla., he has been engaged in the 
practice of his profession continu- 
ously in Elba, He has never be- 
fore held publie office, he says, 
“unless you consider the post of 
city attorney” for his home town 
a public office. 

He served in the U. S. navy dur- 
ing the world war and is a mem- 
ber of the American Legion, the 
Baptist, Church, Masonic and 
Shrine lodges. His wife is the 
former Vivian Young of Vernon, 
Alabama, a sister of Oliver HE, 
Young, who will represent the 
12th senatorial district composed 
of Fayette, Lamar and Walker 
Counties.

In Coffee County, some times 
called the test tube of the Nation 
in the matter of security for low 
income farm families, there has 
recently been discovered a new 
element, Health Security. 

This experiment was made by 
the people themselves, working 
with county FSA officials, locat 
doctors and an adviser from Wash- 
ington, D., C, At the end of eight 
months its efficient functioning has 
caught the interest of far places, 
bringing visitors of high olfice 
from Washington, New York and 
several rehabilitation areas with 
the idea of trying its usefulness 
in other localities, 

The plan is this: The 314 fam- 
ilies supervised by FSA in the 
county formed a health association 
known as the Coffee County Health 
Association, with president, vice- 
president, secretary-treasurer and 
bourd of directors elected from 
among its members, 

With the association there was 
affiliated the 17 doctors of the 
county, who compose the entire 
membership of the Coffee County 
Medical Society. For a stipulat- 
ed amount, gauged by the size of 


ithe family, medical and hospital 


care are assured, 

These assessments were advanc- 
ed to the members and placed in 
2 common treasury to be divided 
into 12 equal parts for monthly 
use, 

In case of illness each family 
could call the doctor of its own 
choice. These local physicians had 
heretofore served the 1,657 persons 
included in the health association 
families and there was no change 
of family doctors necessary. 

The guaranteed medical services 
included all expenses in regard to 
child birth and other conditions 
that require the services of a doc- 
tor. Hospital service included any 
operation, either minor or major, 
that might be required by a pa- 
tient from an association family. 
Gibson's Hospital, the only hospital 
in the county, was designated for 
this service, 

A schedule of fees was fixed and 
agreed upon, doctors and hospital 
fees to be paid from the treasury 
by the tenth of each month, 

In connection with the operation 
of the Health Association, there is 
a comprehensive program of health 
education in progress in the coun- 
ty with two public health nurses 
provided by FSA to work with 
the county health unit. <A survey 
has been made by the health de- 
partment and county welfare 
workers of homestead clients and 
rehabilitation families in regard to 
their living conditions, sanitation, 
health habits and proper diet. 

Included in this work are hook- 
worm treatments, clinics for inocu- 
lation against contagious and in- 
fectious diseases, dental examina- 
tions, numerous individual servic- 
es and complete education instruc- 
tions in health subjects, All teach- 
ers of the county cooperated in 
this campaign, teaching health in 
the classrooms under the general 
direction of A, C. Dunaway, coun- 
ty superintendent of educatioz. 

The organization meeting was 
held November 12, 1937, with a 
president, vice-president, secretary- 
treasurer and board of directors 
elected. The plans were original 
with the organizers. A few non- 
useful features have been elim- 
inated. 

At the end of eight months the 
founders are able to say: “It work- 
ed.” Families heretofore reluc- 
tant to call a doctor because of 
lack of funds have met the visita- 
tions of disease, operations ana 
the stork without dread because 
of adequate care. 

The county doctors of the Medi- 
cal Society, of which Dr. BE. L. 
Gibson is president and Dr. W. A. 
Lewis, secretary, have had satis- 
factory remuneration for their 
services without having to wait 
until, and for, that unpredictable 
factor, harvest, 

It is an indisputable fact that 
the health of these families, who 
are under the supervision of W. L. 
McArthur, county FSA director, 
is on the upgrade. 

Who can say that physical well 
being is not a good foundation on 
which to build security?

PRESS 

A Senate investigating commit- 
tee has uncovered evidence that a 
large corporation made vigorous 
efforts to induce certain newspa- 
pers to take an editorial attitude 
friendly to the corporation's in- 
terests, That is pointed to by 
radicals as & scandalous state of 
affairs, 

No evidence was produced that 
the efforts to win editorial support 
were successful, or that there was 
anything contrary to the public 
interest in the objectives of the 
corporation, 

What many earnest reformers 
overlook is that alongside the 
right of the press to express its 
views on any subject without re- 
straint there exists the equal right] 
of anybody, individual or corpora- 
tion, to try to bring editors around 
to a particular point of view, The 
final decision is up to the indivi- 
dual judgment of each particular 
editor or publisher, That is the 
essense of the freedom of the press, 

Nvery editor has to be constant- 
iy on guard against those, in Gov- 
ernment or out of it, who try to 
“use” his paper for their own ends, 
or every such effort by private 
interests there are hundreds made 
daily by the Government's huge 
slaty of press-agents and propa- 
pandists. 

For every newspaper which suc- 
cumbs to efforts to influence its 
editorial opinion, there are probab- 
ly scores of men in public office 
who betray their trusts by selling’ 
official favors, A New York State 
Senator, highly regarded as an 
able legislator and a man of char- 
acter, committed suicide the other 
day rather than face the charges 
against him of taking money in 
large amounts in payment for his 
influence in obtaining jobs and pro- 
motions for people in public of- 
fice. A grand jury had indicted 
him on seventeen counts, 

A real investigation into such 
practices, if it were possible, would 
cisclose thousands in Federal, 
sStute and municipal positions of 
trust who use the power of their 
offices to feather their own nests. 
They gel away with it because 
the voting public pays no attention 
to public affalrvs between elections, 


EPREEDOM OF THE MOVIES 


Starting from nothing only 30 
years ago or so, the motion pic- 
ture industry has become not only 
one of the largest and most pros- 
perous businesses in the world, but 
one which touches directly the 
hives and the interests of more 
people than any other. 

The Federal government has 
brought suit under the anti-monop- 
oly laws against the major film 
companies and their managements, 
to break up practices in the in- 
dustry which are said to prevent 
lecal exhibitors and their audiences 
from showing and seeing the pic- 
tures they want. 

It is not a function of Govern- 
ment to pass on matters of art 
and personal tastes, but it seems 
proper that, Government should do 
what it can to prevent any combi- 
nation of private interests from 
imposing restrictions upon what 
pictures the people are permitted 
to see, That is more important 
than the question of whether the 
film producers make too much 
money, 


INDUSTRY IN THE SOUTH 

President Roosevelt lately call- 
ed the South “the nation's number 
one economic problem,” ‘The rap- 
id development of new industries 
based on the South's own raw ma- 
terials seems likely to change that 
situation 

One of the most promising new 
industries in America is that of 
making paper from pine wood, by 
the developed by the

HANNAH: GODLY MOTHERHOOD 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel 1:9-18; 2: 


1-5. 
GOLDEN TEXT —Her children arise 
up, and call her blessed, Proverbs 31:28, 


“Godly Motherhood’ — All the 
power and grace of the infinite God 
working in and through the most 
tender and at the same time most 
potent human relationship—mother- 
hood! There indeed is the solution 
of many of our national and social 
problems. For we agree with the 
poet that man, who regards himself 
as being mighty, ruling ovér land 
and sea, must defer to a mightier 


power, 
“For the hand that rocks the cradle 
Ta the hand that rules the world, 
Hannah was the mother of Sam- 


uel, who became one of Israel’s out 
standing leaders—a priest, a proph- 
et, and “the maker of kings,"’ God 
needed a great man, so He chose 
for him a great mother, 

Our study for today will be topical 
rather than textual and extended to 
related portions in chapters 1 and 
2. We consider Hannah as a mother 
who was spiritual and sacrificial, 
but at the same time practical in 
her daily life and service. 

I. Spiritual. 

Many are the tributes offered to 
mothers, but none has deeper sig- 
nificance than the testimony of 4 
boy or girl that their mother has 
led them both by precept and ex- 
ample to have faith in God, Though 
other advantages may be beyond 
the reach even of the most self- 
denying mother, this most impor- 
tant of all benefits she may bring 
her children, but only if she herself 
is an ‘earnest and faithful follower 
of the Lord. 

1, Hannah trusted God in her hour 
of trial and sorrow (1:10), Although 
her husband was a man of good 
qualities, he had followed the cus- 
tom of his times and taken a second 
wife. Hannah, childless in the pres- 
ence of Penninah and her children, 
was in deep sorrow. But she knew 
where to take her burdens; she 
brought them to the Lord in prayer. 

2. She prayed—fervently and ef- 
fectually (1:17, 18, compare James 
5:16b). Mother's prayers have fol- 
lowed many a wayward boy and 
girl and brought them back to God. 
When every other influence for good 
had been swept aside, they have 
been unable to forget mother’s 
prayers. One wonders what will 
happen to boys and girls who go out 
to face a wicked and bewildering 
world, with the memory of a prayer- 
less, worldly mother to blight rather 
than to bless them. 

3. She recognized children as a 
gift of God (1:11). And surely they 
are. Christian men and women 
should protest by both word and 
deed against the vicious modern 
theory that children are a sort of 
biological accident to be avoided 

Il. Sacrificial. 

The most precious possession a 
woman can have is a child of her 
own. It was, then, the deepest and 
finest sacrifice of a noble mother- 
heart when she 

1. Dedicated her boy to God, even 
before his birth (1:11). Yet this 
act so fine and commendable was 
in reality only an intelligent recog- 
nition of the fact that children are a 
gift of God. Your children and mine 
belong to God. Let us not stand 
in His way (or their way) as He 
graciously leads them out into sery- 
ice for Him. 

2, She kept her promise (1:24-28). 
Many parents have solemnly dedi- 
cated their children to God before 
their birth, and then later the pros- 
pect of separation from them has 
been too much for the parents, 
and the promise to God has been 
thrust aside. The writer has on 
many occasions seen young men 
and women weep with broken- 
hearted dismay because a mother 
or father has forbidden them to go 
to China, Africa, or elsewhere at 
God's call. Mother, have you kept 
your promise to God regarding your 
boy, your girl? 

WU. Practical. 

Hannah not only promised her 
boy to God; she made the comple- 
tion of that promise certain. 

1, By guiding her boy in the right 
way (1:24). As a matter of fact, 
she went with him to the temple. 
A mother who ‘‘sends" her boy to 
Sunday school or church will never 
help him like the mother of whom 
it may be said ‘‘she brought him 
unto the house of the Lord.” 

2. By providing for her boy (2:18, 
19). There is no more tender and 
meaningful story in all literature 
than that of Hannah bringing her 
boy his “‘little coat.’’ It is still true 
that the best ‘‘support’’ a mission- 
ary of the Cross can have is a home 
that ‘‘stands by.’’ 

The story ig told of a missionary 
candidate who had no “board” back 
of her but the ‘‘washboard’’ of a 
godly mother, and who made a 
valiant and useful servant in the 
foreign fleld. Such an arrangement 
may not be the most desirable and 
it really should not be necessary if 
God's people would give, but it has 
its glorious advantages, 

Such a mother as Hannah would 
have such a son as Samuel of whom 
it is said that he ‘‘was in favour 
both with the Lord, and also with 
men" (2:26).

HOW TO MAKE A SCHEDULE 
—There are many ways or plans 
for making out schedules but I 
believe that the best one is to 
use what we call a desk calendar, 
his calendar has a page for each 
day in the year and there is a lot 
of space on each sheet for memo- 
randa, You and your companion 
should take about two days off 
and figure out exactly what you 
wish to have and then plant ac- 
cordingly, I would suggest that 
you take up one item at the time 
and that you work it out for the 
cntire year, For instance, you 
might take your corn for table 
use and make out a complete plan 
for the year, I would suggest 
that you plant on or about Web- 
ruary 14 and about every thirty 
days thereafter until you have five 
ages of corn, You should note on 
your desk calendar by writing on 
each page what you expect to do. 
Turn to the page for February 14 
and note that you are to plant a 
patch of dent corn on that date. 
Then go to the other pages and 
do likewise, You should take up 
each article or crop to be planted 
and you should plan the planting 
of that 
year. A list should be made as 
you go so you can tell when you 
are through. You should not only 
plan the planting of crops but the 
buying of baby chicks, canning 
of vegetables as well as dozens 
of other things. The planting of 
fruit trees, vines and shrubs should 
also be noted. The putting out 
of carpet grass, destroying of bit- 
ter weeds and the like should also 
be noted. There will be plenty 
for you to note if you will only 
do it, The biggest job of the en- 
lire plan is to force yourself to 
carry out these plans after you 
have made them, There will be 
times when you cannot do the 
things as planned but you should 
not tear the page off until every- 
thing noted has been done, If all 
members of the family will agree 


to help carry out the plans as 
made you will not have so very 
much trouble, but if one member 


is not interested it will be hard 
for the rest of you to carry on, 
Try to get an agreement from the 
entire family before you start and 
then make sure that you do not 
weaken as you go along, If your 
plan is to do a thing on the 15th 
and you cannot, do it on that date 


you should do it as soon as you 
can, Just make sure that you 
do it even if you are a few days 
late. The success of the plan is 
not in doing these things on the 
exact date but instead it is in see- 
ing that each thing is finally done.
